ROOM TO FALL. 


m Apoplexy While Jammed 
Passengers on J.“ Train 
ec Follows and Many Try te 
Leap Over Gates—Police Have Trou- 
ble Clearing Passageway for Body 
at Station.

New York, Dec. 80. — [Special. — After 
struggling through a dense cro at the 
Rector street station of the Ninth avenue 
elevated line and securing standing room 
near the center of a car that was packed to 
the doors, Charles Wessel, who was one of 
the best known metallurgists in the country, 
died this afternoon in the train just as it was 
about to enter the Cortlandt street station. 

The greatest excitement followed Mr. Wes- 
sel's death, and kt seemed at first as if there 
would be a panic. There was not room for 
the body to fall, and as it toppled over it 
knocked down an old woman, but she was 
not injured. The crowd surged back, leaving 
— for the body to fall backward to the 

oor. 

Mr. Wessel was 6 years old and weighed 
225 pounds. Noting the excitement in the 
center of the car curious people tried to push 
in that direction from the ends of the car, 
and these who stood near n w 
to lift the man up. 


Wild ‘Scramble at Stati

In insisting on the substitution of electricity 
for cables, Mr. Arnold, among other things,

has demonstrated that its advantages far 
exceed its disadvantges. There is protically 
no increased danger in its use In the average 
business or residential districts, except that 
due to the increased speed of the cars. In 
congested districts, like the business center 
of Chicago, where even a lamp post is gon he ob- 
struction, pole setting and overhead wires 
should be prohibited.“ 

The report insists that the large double 
truck care carrying sixty passengers must 
be used on all trunk lines to secure the best 
results, claiming they are better for summer 
tban the open cars, relegating the present 
smaller ones.to the cross town lines. 

Then, turning to the future, the report pre- 
sents a large number of comparisons of the 
growth of this and other cities, from which it 
is concluded that the population of Chicago 
in 1952 may be estimated at anywhere from 
5,250,000, to 13,250,000, with the reservation 
that it will probably be nearer the lower than 
the higher figure.

PRESIDENT JAMES GIVES IDEAS. 


Urges Broader History Study to the 
Daughters of the American | 
Revolution. 


A broader study of history in the public 
schools was urged yesterday by President 
Edmund J. James of Northwestern univer- 
sity in a paper read before the Chicago chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. The paper, which was read by Prof. 
Charles M. Stuard of Garrett institute, was 
entitled The Study and Future of State 
History in the High Schools After dwell- 
ing on the importance of teaching state his- 
tory, the paper, in part, says: 

We have perhaps sinned in the large 


amount of time which we have given in one 


grade or another to American history, and 
the small attention which we have given to 
general .European and world history. The 
History of our country is destined, in our 
opinion, to play an important part and oc- 
cupy a leading place in, all the future history 
of the world, but if the American republic 
were to perish today the place which we 
should occupy in the grand progress of the 


world’s history would, after all, be small.“

CONDUCTOR SHOT IN FIGHT 
~ WITH A LONE TRAIN ROBBER. 


J. D. Keene of the Louisville and Nash- 
| ville Slightly Hurt, but Insists He 
Shot Holdup Man as He Ren Away. 


Louisville, Ky., Dec. 30.—[{Special. Con- 
ductor J. D. Keene of the Louisville and 
Nashville railway had an encounter with a 
train robber early this morning, during which 
the conductor was slightly wounded in the 
temple, and, according to Conductor Keene's 


story, the robbér was either fatally wounded 


or killed. 

There was only one passenger on Keene’s 
train, and as it was pulling into South Louis- 
ville Keene was walking through the sleeper 
for his last tour when a masked robber 
ordered him to throw up his hands. He 
grappled with the robber, who fired as the 
two men came together, and Keene was 
stunned for a few moments. The robber 
took $25 from the single passenger and the 
porter and left the car. The conductor re- 
covered sufficiently to secure a rifle from 
the express car and fired at the retreating 
robber, Keene declares he shot the man. 

Detectives and police hav® searched the 
vicinity of the robbery, but have not been 
able to find the wounded man. 

A night watchman in the yards of the 
Southern railway reported that about day- 
light he found a man bleeding and lying 
along the tracks at Third and K streets. The 
man said he had fallen from a train and, ac- 
cording to the watchman’s statement, two 
men cam along at this time and carried the 
injured man away. 

Three men have been arrested on sus- 
picion.

Real Alarm in Madrid. 4, 


The excitement is inceasing in Madrid, 
where the security of the remnant of the 
Spanish empire is believed to be seriously 
menaced, and where the dispatch of troops 
as well as vessels of war is under considera- 
tion. 
where little anxiety is manifested respect- 
ing the spread of fanaticism from Morocco 
to the French possessions, and where also 
there is a wholesome dread of the conse- 
quences of converting the question of inter- 
vention into a European complication. 
France and Spain can easily control the

meeting of Chicago Methodist ministers on

ment for THe. TRIBUNE: 
It is. easy enough to eulogize the old 


fashioned Methodism; no rented pews, no 


paid choirs, no tableaux and rainbow socials 
or progressive euchre parties in those great 
days when Methodism was born. In those 
times there was no such thing known as 
making a church a social club or bureau of 
amusements; there were no smart, sensa- 
tional sermon topics, no lolling in comfortable 
parsonages, reading the last novel. ay, 
verily, in those days the knees were the first 


part of the preacher’s wardrobe to wear out. 


To have a stove, or cushion, or family pew 
was considered a sinful luxury. And we 
must remember the character of the congre- 
gations in considering the old Methodism. 
They were made up mostly of pioneers—un- 
educated men and women, unaccustomed to 
restrain their feelin The preacher was a 
man of brawny fist qd strong lungs and 
fervid zeal and a passionate sincerity. Halt 


the people to whom he spoke disbelieved the 


doctrine that he preached; no wonder the 
other half supported him_so earnestly. 
“Yet I believe that the new Methodism 
is worthy of honor, foo. The Methodist 
church today is no weaker, no less pious or 
less successful than the old. Ruffles are not 


Babylonish; a ribbon is not carnal: church 


bells are not anti-Christian, and pianos are 
not devilish inventions as many of the fathers 
thought. This age is better than that. Old 
time Methodism had great faith, but had 
credulity also. It had zeal and enthusiasm, 
but there were visions, and illuminatlons. 
and hysterics. It had benevolence, but noth- 
— equal to the benevolence of 
mes. 


“ The originators of Methodism were schol- 


ars, but after Mr. Wesley passed away the 


standard was lowered; so that as late as 


1835 a storm of protest was raised against 
the establishment of a literary and theolog- 
ical institute.

NEW BUILDING AND LOAN LAW 
IS URGED BY STATE AUDITOR. 


Illinois Official Sees Necessity for More 
Liberal Measures, Especially for As- 
sociations in Chicago. 

Springfield, III., Dec. 30.—Special.]—A more 
elastic and Mberal statute to govern the 
workings of Duilding and loan associations 
in Illinois is recommended by State Auditor 
McCullough in his annual report. ! 
The report, which is made public today. 
states that a growing sentiment in this di- 
rection prevails throughout the state and 
more generally in the city of Chicago. It 
is argued that the present plan is not 
abreast of the times, that in the larger cities 
it has to some extent outlived its popularity, 
and that where competition fs keen a satis- 
factory column of business can no longer be 
secured. To modernize the plan and in- 
corporate new features, it is contended, is 
impossible under the present law. 

Attention is called to the marked dif- 
ference between the earning power of the 
Chicago associations and those operating 
outside of that city. The rate of earnings, 
average time, of the 183 associations in 
Chicago, was 5 per cent, while the rate of 


10.11 per cent. The difference is charged to 
two causes:. Unproductive and apparently 
unsalable real estate holdings, which enter 
so largely into the assets of some of these 
“association; the faliure in many cases to 
reduce the operating expenses to conform to 
an impaired earning capacity. |

ILLINOIS HEALTH BOARD URGES 


*

rmmediate Care for 700,000 Phthisis 
Victims in State and Steps to Pre- 
vent Further Ravages of the Dis- 
ense Are Recommended in Report 
Submitted te Gov. Yates—New Body 
to Carry on Sanitary Work Is Sug- 
gested. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 30.—[{Special.J—In a 
report submitted to Gov. Yates today the 
state board of health emphasizes the ne- 
cessity for the immediaté construction of a 
state sanitarium for.the care of consump- 
tives. It is estimated that over 700,000 of the 
5,000,000 inhabitants of Illinois are doomed 


to die of consumption in some form unless 


means are taken to prevent further ravages 
of the disease. Attention is called to the 
fact that several other states are caring 
for their consumptives, and that Illinois haa 
climate suitable to the care of the sufferers. 
The board also strongly urges the creating 


of a state board of medical examiners, Which 
would leave the board of health free to per- 


form sanitary work alone. The work of the 
health board ts said to have greatly increased 
in the last few years, and has now reached 
such magnitude that at is practically impossi- 
ble for the board to. perform the duties im- 
posed upon it. 

The report calls attention to the inade- 
quacy of the approgriation made for the 
purpose of conducting sanitary investiga- 
tions, and for the investigation and handling 
of dangerously communicable diseases. 

Aside from the legislative recommenda- 
tions the report reviews the progeedings.of 
the board during 1901 and 1902, particularly 


in connection with the measures taken to 


prevent the introduction and spread of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases in the 
state, the legislation in the interest of the 
public health. obtained during the session of 
1901, the abolishment of the diploma mills,”’ 
and the regulation of lodging houses in the 
city of Chicago. The sanitary investiga- 


‘tions of the IIlinois river and its tributaries 


are reviewed, particularly in connection with 
the drainage of Chicago. : 
The report also tells of the examination 
and licensing of physicians and the enforce- 
ments of rules whereby a strict compliance

THE DONATIONS OF 1002. 

rhile the donations which have been made 
by gift and bequests to educational, charita- 
ble, and religious institutions during 1002 
fall far short of those which were made in 
1901, still they are greatly in excess of those 
of any year prior to 1901. In 1900 the total 
of $62,461,304 was thought to be a large 
one, but in 1901, the record breaking year, 
the immense sum of $123,888,732 was, 
reached. This year the total is $77,147,167, 
which is far above the average, leaving out 
last year’s. It is dowbtful whether this 
amount will be given.ig 1903, as the needs 
for giving will be fewer, the competition of 
millionaires to keep on the good side of the 
public will not be so intense, and some chau- 
nels of distribution will be closed. | 
Educational institutions have had their 
fair share of gifts. One hundred and forty- 
four of them have received $27,900,803 in 
sums ranging from $1,000 to $1,000,000 and 
upwards in individual donations. Churches 
and religious societies have received $4,809, - 
700. This sum does not include the regular 


total in a year, nor the twenty-one million 
twentieth century offering to the Methodist 
Episcopal church, which covers a period 
of three years. Until an official statement 
is made it will be impossible to know how 
much of it should be/credited to 1902. Chari- 
ties have received\the large total of $36,- 
519,864, and museums and art galleries the 
comparatively small amount of $2,886,000. 
Library donations have dropped freen$15,- 
888,732 iti 1901 to $4,970,800, and of this 
amount Mr. Carnegie is to be credited with 
ouly $2,598,500, as compared with $12,888,- 
in 1901, a-deerease which indicates that 
library work in this country is nearing 
its close,and that he must find other ways 
of getting rid of bis money if he would not 
die disgraced. From this point of view it is 
interesting to recall that in 1899, the first 
year of his library donations, he gave $3.- 
503,500 for thirty-four }j ; in 1900, 
$640,000 for nineteen; in 1901, $12,888,500 
for one hundred and nine; and in 1902, §2,- 
598,500 for ninety-six; making a total of 
258 libraries which he has caused to be erect- 
ed all over the United States at a total cost 
of $19,630,050. It is likely Mr. Carnegie 
has come to the conclusion he has done 
enough in this direction, as it is many months 
sine has made any offers. If he has 
come the conclusion that perhaps his 
widespread distribution of intellectual chari- 
ty hap not been altogether judicious in its 
meth 8 he will find many others sharing the 
same View. 
As a whole, the year’s record speaks well

“The Slaying of the Anaconda” is the 
title that might be given to the successful 
fight made on the South Improvement com- 
pany in 1872 by the people of the oil dis- 
iar” in northwestern Pennsylvania. it was 

the anaconda that the South Improve- 
0 company was popularly denounced. 
The octopus is not more loathsome today 
than the anaconda wasthen. Miss Tarbell 
devotes thé third installment of her history 


of the way in which the anaconda’s enemies 
did it to death. What was the consternation, 
however, of those enemies when they found 
that the volatile soul of the dead reptile had 
not gone forth to the land of the departed 
but had immediately reincarnated itself in 
the body of John D. Rockefeller! 

It became known early in 1872 that the 
South Improvement company had met the 
railways, and the railways were theirs. 
There were to be rebates not only on all 
shipments made by the South Improvement 
company but on all shipments made by any 
other oil firm. This was perfectly fair, ex- 
cept in one respect. The rebates on the 
shipments made by firms other than the 
South Improvement were to be paid to the 
South Improvement and not ‘to the other 
firms. Mr. Rockefeller, as the head of the 
Standard Oil company, held more stock in 
the S. I. C. en aby other man on the stock 
list.

The railways had 
already faund that they could not afford to 
antagonize the oll district. They perceived. 
that they had mistaken the bare side of the 
bréad for the buttered side. Accordingly 
they annulled their contracts with the S. I. 
O. and signed a paper granting a basis of 
perfect equality to all shippers.” Concur- 
rently the Pennsylvania legislature repealed 
the S. I. C. charter. 

Mr. Rockefeller's star seemed to be ob- 
scured. “ He had increased his refining ca-

It is impossible to describe the sensation 
which has been created by this step.

heiress of that old Sir John Antoniades who, 
of great birth, commenced Hfe as an II- 
literate sievedore at Alexandria and died 
a muiti-millionaire, British knighthood hav- 
ing been conferred upon him by Queen Vic- 
toria for his services to the English sick 
and wounded at the time of the Arabi rebel- 
lion, while his gardens on the Mahmoudieh 
canal, near Alexandria, enjoy a world wide 
fame and are visited by every tourist who 
includes Egypt among his peregrinations. 
One of the new ambassador's sisters is the 
extremely wealthy widowed Princess de 
Brancovan, who makes her home at Paris, 
her salon there being celebrated as a musical 
and Hterary center, while her husband was 
known as the most ilberal patron of arts 
and wits, head of the Roumanian house of 
Bibesco, which formerly reigned as Hos- 
podors over Walachia, and whose princely 
title, unlike those of so many other Rou- 
manians prefixing handles to their names, 
was perfectly authentic, having been, con- 
ferred by the holy Roman empire on the 
Bibescos some two ago, 
A younger brother of . new ambaseador 
is that Paul Musurus who while secretary of 
his father’s embassy in London created so 
great a sensation by eloping with Mlle. Marie 
d’Imecourt, daughter of the wealthy count- 
ess of that name and a niece and ward of ex- 
Minister of War Gen. the Marquis de Galli- 
fet. He abducted her from the convent, 
where she was being educated, took her over 
to England, married her there according to 
English law, and then some weeks later ven- 
‘tured back to France with her with the ob- 
ject of becoming reconciled to her mother. 
The moment, however, that they landed at 
Boulogne they were both arrested by the 
French police on the demand of the girl’s 
relatives. Paul Musurus was expelled as an 
undesirable foreigner, and told that he could 


consider himself fortunate that he was not 


prosecuted criminally for abduction, while 
the girl was interned in another convent, 
the marriage contracted im England being 
declared by the French courts to be null and 
void on the ground that Marie d’Imecourt 
had neglected to obtain the consent of her 
mother and guardian to the match, which 


was, according to the French ode, indis- 


pensable in order to render it legal. 

A couple of years later she was married 
with much pomp and ceremony at Paris as 
Mlle. d’Imecourt "’ to Prince Kraft Hohen- 
‘Wits cavalry, who isin garri- 
son at Neustadt, wearing at the 
‘ceremony idal gown trimmed with orange 

blossoms, opr as if Paul Musurug had never 


existed. 
Prince Alfted "Liechtenstein just sol- 


emnly and officially renounced his allegi- 
ance to Emperor Francis Joseph, has ceased 
to be an Austrian subject and citizen, and 
has resumed his position as a prince of the 
reigning house of Liechtenstein, a. liege, 
therefore, of his cousin, Prince John II. ‘of 
Liechtenstein, to whose throne he is destined 
in course of time to succeed, th Prince 
John and his only brother being un- 
married. 


This renunciation by Prince Altres of his 
Austrian citizenship and of his allegiance 
to Emperor Francis Joseph, is not dictated 
by dny animosity towards the latter, but 
solely with the object of enabling his second 
son, Aloys, to marry Archduchess Elizabeth 
this month on a footing of perfect equality.

Prince Aloys, it is true, is an officer of 


the bodyguard of Emperor Francis Joseph. 
But as the scion of a foreign reigning house 
he occupies an entirely different position 
with regard to a princess of the imperial 
family of Hapsburg than he would as a 
mere Austrian subject. Prince Aloys has 
an elder brother, but should the latter re- 
main a bachelor the Archduchess Elizabeth. 
might yet be called upon to. share with her

There are nearly 700 men who are known. 


as “regulars” at the bandhouse.“ They 
come back time after time and almost al- 
ways on charges of drunkenness. Many of 
these men make a simple convenieng@ of the 
bridewell between drunks. They are so cer 
tain to come back within forty-eight hours 
of their discharge that their places in the 
various shops where the male prisoners work 
are actually kept open for them ‘in the cer- 
tainty that they will be filled as soon as 
sufficient liquor has been secured. 

At present the total population of the 
bridewell is 840 men and 65 women. In the 
summer these numbers are increased to an 
average of 1,000 men and 110 women. Anav- 
erage of about 200 prisoners are sent to the 
bridewell weekly from the otty courts, 

— 
The great trouble,“ says. Supt. Sloan, 
“is the system of small fines and shert 
sentences for this class of offenders. The sent- 
ences of the men and women sent out by the 
city courts will average about fifteen days, 
That is not long enough either for us to exert 
any reformatory influence on the drunkard 
or drug victim, or to have deterrent effect 
by way of discipline and punishment. 48 
matter of fact, this clase of people are dis- 
charged from the bridewell with their hunger 
for liquor or drugs at its height and they 
naturally. take the first chance of satisfying 
it, knowing that the bridewell will beme@ady 


to receive and take care of them when they 


have made themselves heipless. 
At present, for instance, I have in the 


hospital no less than eight men suffering » 
from delirium tremens and various forms of 


alcoholism, whom I have no legal right to 
detain fora moment, They were all sent on 
such short sentences that their terms had 
expired before they were physically able to 
leave their beds. Merely as a matter of com- 
mon humanity I keep them in the hospital 
rather than turn them out to freeze in the 
streets. 

II believe I know how to remedy this great 
evil. At least it could not fail to do much 
in that direction.

“I know the ts that are used in 
favor of short sentences for such offenses. It 
is said that tosend a man to the bridewell for 
a long term will make his family suffer for 
lack of the wages he would earn. As amat- 
ter of fact the chronles who make up 
such a large percentage of our inmates have 
no family ties of any kind, or if they do, pay 
mo attention whatever to them. There isthe 
pardoning power of the mayor, wh'ch can 
be invoked when really deserving cases of 
this kind are discovered. 

Fifty per cent of all our inmates ate un- 
skilled laborers and 20 per cent have no oc- 
cupation of any kind. In other words, it is 
the man who starts in life with the handicap 
of no trade or regular occupation who falle 
by the wayside. And this is further proof 
of the wisdom of those who are working 
to give every boy and girl a knowledge of 
some useful trade. The juvenile and manual 
training school is the best solution in the 
long run. In the meantime the ‘ regulars ’” 
might be cured or at least helped by sending 
them out for six months at a time instead of 
giving them half a dozen short sentences

There is considerable talk at Yale and in 
the New York papers about Stagg’s coming 
to New Haven to arrange a game with Yale,” 
said Mr. Camp, but I have heard of no nego- 
tiations having been actually entered into.
